jah waited and his waiting brought its 
glorious triumph. Heb. 10:36, Gal. 6-8. 
Rev. 2:10. The longest night has Us 
end. Noah waited IOO years for the 
flood. Abraham waited a lifetime for 
the son of promise. Israel waited 400 
years for deliverance. David waited 
many perilous years for the kingdom. 

Faith That Knew No Fear.— Elijah 
had fled to the brook and then Zarephath 
10 escape the foes of God. now he faces 
them. True faith sometimes runs from 
evil *nd evil’s forces. And faith made 
Elijah bold to command a king to 
gather representatives from all over the 
nation, and to challenge the 850 false 
yrophets to decisive test. True faith 
never fears in the face of God’s foes.

appearing at the open windows of 
the burning building in their night j 
clothes screaming for help; the din 
was .errible, but the firemen work- 
ed as before, for this time it was 
business, the scaling ladders were 
again brought into requisition, and 
soon the first man reached the top 
window, anchored his life line, and 
dropped it to the ground, then he 
turned, seized a screaming wouiat. 
in one arm, grasped the line with 
the other, and dropped to the 
ground in safety, others were do- 
ing the same at different windows 
returning up the ladder dropping 
down the life line. In one case two 
children were in one room, and the 
flames were so fierce that there 
was not time to make two trips, so 
the brave man turned himself up 
side down, wound the line about 
his legs, grasped a child in each 
hand and thus, langing himself 
bead down and the children feet 
down, he slid down the rope having 
only his legs to break the decent; 
this was a nervy aud daring per- 
formance and received loud cheers. 
Just as the last inmate was rescued 
the inside of the building fell with 
a crash and a shudder of relief pas - 
«-d that all were rescued. The ho- e 
had meantime been working and 
kept back the fire wtile the re:- 
cuers worked. 

It was just seven minutes fre tn 
the time the gong sounded uni 1 
the people were all rescued and the 
buildiug fell to pieces.
